NEW YORK, Sept 10.—Paul Vandc- 


vfilde, a Belgian, who is in the cotton 
business Jn Dallas, Tex,, and who was 
visiting his family In Ghent when the. 
war broke out, arrived yesterday on 
tho White Star liner Cretic from Liver- 
pool. He is a Belgian reservist and im- 
mediately volunteered, being1 made a 
lieutenant in the "cama," or ammuni- 
tion corps. 
Ho was assigned to the 


automobile division, served 3-1 days and 
saw the battles 
of Liege, Haelcn, 


Haughtfin, St. Margaret and Tirlemont. 
Details ot the outrages ho declares he 
witnessed have been put into a signed 
statement to be turned over to Presi- 
dent Wilson. 


"When the Germans readied Ober- 


ghen," he said, "they tore through the 
town like maniacs. Fleeing; Belgians 
were rounded up by the German cav- 
alry and their hands and feet wore cut 
off, so they could neither run nor crawl 
away. Then their houses were burned. 
And, 
mind you, these men were civil- 


ians who were not taking: any part in 
the war. 
Even their children wore 
beaten by the kaiser's soldiers. I saw 
these mon and talked with them ' as 
they lay lying. 
Locked In Houses Set Aflrc 


"The 
town of Sempst, which 
had 


about 4000 Inhabitants, was wantonly 
^burned 
Ko attempt was made 
to 


stop the Germans there and the town 
was 
burned 
without cause. 
First 


the Germans rushed upon it, locked 
the people in their houses and applied 
torches. 
How 
many men, women 


and children 
were 
burned In their 


homes no one knows. 


"I also saw the bodies of many 


Belgian soldiers which had .been ter- 
ribly mutilated. Some of the Belgian 
tronps apparently had been disem- 
boweled alive. That practice was fro- 
q.uent upon men killed in action. 


"One 
of the first things the German 


troops did when they reached a town 
was to raid every cabaret or ealoon 
and get wickedly drunk.

"We managed to run back oil our 


ammunition in automobiles' as we re- 
treated, although at Roosbeck the Ger- 
mans were only half a mllo away when 
wo picked up the last of 
it there.

STOW, Kept, 
1!).—Fruit growers to 


the number of 135 gathered at^_tha 
farm of Lyman F. Priest at Gleaaon- 
clalo yesterday afternoon to witness a 
demonstration of apple packing an1! 
hear suggestions relative to the best 
methods of handling this year's crop. 
Prof. Ralph Ilces of the Massachusetts 
Agricultural college gave points anil 
demonstrations. 


Prof. Bees said thn crop of 191-1 was 


not the largest in history. Five tlmus 
in the past 12 years the crop has been 
larger, he said. The crop of the" United 
States was 7 per eent above the aver- 
age for a period of 10 years, while that 
of Massachusetts showed.a yield of 12 
per cent above the average for a simi- 
lar period. 
The export :market is paralyzed to a 


certain degree, be said, but'this condi- 
tion is overestimated In many cases. 
The export trade under normal condi- 
tions averages S per cent of the com- 
mercial 
crop of 
the country. Tha 


speaker said talk that it was-impossi- 
ble to ship apples abroad tended to 
keep down prices. Prof. Recs thought 
that despite unfavorable conditions, 1 
per cent of. the total crop will be ex- 
ported this year. 


. Prof. Rees believed a hopeful feature 
for the growers lay In the fact that the 
United States contains people, enough 
to consume the apple crop if !t is prop- 
erly distributed. Again, the quality of 
fruit put upon the market would affect 
the general "result. 


W. M. Davis, proprietor of the Assa- 


bot Hill orchard, spoke of his advertis- 
ing campaign In the Globe for the sell- 
ing of apples direct to the consumer in 
cartons, which has been attended with

STOW, Kept. 19.—Fruit growers to 


the number of 135 gathered at the 
farm o£ Lymaii F. Priest at Gleason- 
dalo yesterday afternoon to witness a 
demonstr.tilon of apple packing and 
hear suggestions relative to the best 
methods of handling this year's crop. 
Prof. Ralph Rees of tho Massachusetts 
\gricultunfll college save points and 
demonstrations. 


Prof. Rees said tho crop of 1914 was 


not the largest in history- Five times 
in the past 12 years the crop has been 
larger, he said. Tho crop of the Uniled 
Slates was 1 per cent above the aver- 
age for a period of 10 years, while that 
of Massachusetts showed a yield of 12 
per cent above the average for a simi- 
lar period. . 
The export market is paralyzed to a 


certain degree, he said, but this condi- 
tion is overestimated in many cases. 
The export trade under normal condi- 
tions averages 3 per cent of the com- 
mercial 
crop 
of 
the country. 
The 


Rpeaker said talk that it was impossi- 
ble to ship apples abroad tended to 
keep down prices. 
Prof. Rees thought 


that despite unfavorable conditions, 1 
per cent of tho total crop-will be ex- 
ported this year. 


Prof. Rees believed a hopeful feature 


for the growers lay in the fact that tho 
United States contains people, enough 
to consume, tho apple crop if It Is prop- 
erly distributed. Again, tho quality of 
fruit put upon the market would affect 
the general result. 


W. M. Davis, proprietor of the Assa- 


bot Hill orchard, spoke of his advertis- 
ing campaign in tho Globe for tho sell- 
ing of apples direct to the consumer in 
cartons, -which has been attended with 
gratifying results. He believed that 
oilier growers would find it to their 
advantage to adopt this method. '
